A GERMAN PARADE GROUND IN NANKING 


A Nanking letter to the Shenpao states that j 
in spite of former repeated refusals on the part 
of the high provinciel officials in that city, 
Viceroy Chou Fu has at lat given way-to the 
rapentad requests of the German Naval author. 
ities ond given them a vacant plot of ground, 
inside the Yifeng-gate of Nanking and nt the 
foot of Lion hill, to serve the G-rmang aga 
parade avd dri'l ground. for their Dinejackets 
while. in Nunking.

A MINING AND RAILWAY SCHOOL IN PEKING 


The members of the Shangpu (Ministry of 
Commercs) have been lately conferring with | 
regard to the immediate extablishm-nt of o 
Mining ond Railway School as an annexe of 
the Ministry.
